Iran, Too, Rocked 
By Demonstrations; 
Outlook Is Grim 


LONDON—(AP)—Turmoil 


rose to a new fever pitch to- 
day in the Middle East, stra- 
tegic no-man's land between 
two worlds locked in a cold 
war. 


In Egypt Gen. Mohammed Na- 


guib took control of Cairo in a mili- 
tary coup and Premier Ahmed 
Naguib Hilaly Pasha resigned. 


Gen. Naguib broadcast that the 


army was ''in full control of the 
situation" in Cairo, 9',2 hours after 
the coup. He proclaimed himself 
army commander - in • chief and 
pledged a drive against political 
corruption. 


Arrest Generals 


At Naguib's orders, officers ar- 


rested 12 generals known to be fol- 
lowers of Gen. Mohammed Haidar 
Pasha, from whom Naguib wrested 
the army control. 


At Alexandria the chief of the 


royal cabinet, Afifi Pasha, told re- 
porters King Farouk accepted Hi- 
laly's- resignation and asked Aly 
Maher Pasha to form a new cabi- 
net. 


Troops with machine guns moved 


into the heart of Cairo. Tanks and 
armored cars surrounded main 
business 
buildings, 
government 


structures and tha Abdin Royal 
palace as Naguib, whose appoint- 
ment as war minister was vetoed 
by Farouk last week, announced 
he was taking command of the 
army. 


Tired of Graft 


The army announced intent of 


stamping out corruption. The move 
apparently was designed to show 
King Farouk the army is tired of 
public graft and palace intrigue. 
In Iran, wily, disciplined Commu- 
nists teamed up in a "united front" 
with fanatical Fascist-minded ele- 
ments to fan violent anti-American 
feeling. 


The anli-American demonstra- 


tion in Tehran came in the wake 
of Mohammed Mossadegh's latest 
triumphs at home and abroad. 


Mossadegh Returns 


Mossadegh who got the nod from 


parliament's lower house to re- 
turn as premier, appeared to be 
firmly back in the saddle as a 
result of Monday's violent outbreak 
which swept Premier Ahmed Qa- 
vam from his briefly held seat and 
Tuesday's decision of the Interna- 
tional Court favoring Iran in its 
oil dispute with Britain. 


The situation in Egypt is being 


watched anxiously by Western ob- 
servers, 
not 
only because 
of 


Egypt's potential key position in 
Middle East defense, but also in 
light of Britain's bitter feud with 
the Egyptians over .control of the 
Suez Canal and the Sudan. 


Picture Grim 


In-Iran, the picture looked even 


more grim. Diplomats feel the riols 
have spelled out a warning that 
judicious use of mob rule may 
cause the West to lose the strata 
gic land irretrievably.

New Quake 
Hits Coast 
Early Today 


TEHACHAPI, Calif.—(AP)—For 


the third day earthquake shocks 
continued in Southern California, 
with a fairly strong one coming 
at 2:53 a. m. (EST) today and 
lasting for about 20 seconds in this 
dcvastcd community. 


Firemen Robert Opely said this 


one was the strongest shock since 
the big one Monday morning that 
left 11 dead in Tchachapi and dam- 
age estimated at 2l/4 million dol- 
lars. More bricks were shaken 
down from wrecked, buildings and 
dishes were broken. 


In the Los Angeles area this 


last tremor lasted about 15 seconds 
and was widely felt through the 
area. At Bakersfield the sheriff's 
office 
reported 
the shork was 


"probably the strongest" since the 
main quake. It rattled windows but 
no further damage was reported. 


Inspectors are making A build- 


ing by building check of shattered 
Tehachapi. They are expected to 
condemn most of the downtown 
businesses and many homes as 
well.

Eisenhower in Texas, Stevenson in 


California—and of the great plains, 
by residence—Eisenhower in Kan- 
sas, Stevenson in Illinois. Steven- 
son is 52. Eisenhower will be 62 in 
October. 


They are both of average stature, 


stocky, and partly bald. Each has 
more than an average share of 
that rare quality that qdickly wins 
over people, all types of people. 


Each has a famous smile, a 


quick, spnngy step, electric ges- 
tures. They are both great and 
tireless 
conversationalists, 
and 


they have, in common, instant ani- 
mation when an idea strikes fne. 


Stevenson's background is crowd- 


ed with well-to-do people, many of 
them distinguished, many of them 
public servants. One was a vice 
president of the United States. One 
was an adviser to Lincoln. 


Eisenhower's forebearers were 


simple people, strong, hard-bitten, 
pioneers in spirit, people who an- 


swered the call of the West in the 
century of American expansion and 
building. 


Thus, in his speech, Eisenhower

Hiss Denied 
Third Trial 
For Perjury 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Alger Hiss' 


appeal for a third trial—based 
largely on his contention that he 
was a victim of forgery by type- 
writer—was denied Tuesday 
in 


Federal District court. 


Of the convicted perjurer's mo- 


tion. Federal Judge 
Henry 
W. 


Goddard wrote in his opinion: 


"There is no newly discovered 


evidence which would justify the 
conclusion that, if it were present- 
ed to a jury, it would probably 
result in a verdict of acquittal." 


Hiss, 47, one-time high State De- 


partment official, was convicted at 
his second trial in January, 1950. 


An initial trial the previous year 
ended with the jury deadlocked. 
He now is serving a five-year 
term at Lewisburg, Pa., federal 
prison. 


The indictment against Hiss said 


he lied to a federal grand jury 
when he testified he never gave 
State department secrets to Whit- 
taker Chambers, a former Com- 
munist spy nng courier, "before 
World War II. 


Goddard said yesterday that the 


Hiss attorneys had submitted no 
proof to support the "defendant's 
supposition . . . that Chambers 
constructed the alleged duplicate 
typewriter from the typewritten 
characters in the Hiss letters, or 
that it was do'ne for him by some 
Communist friends."

The Freedom to Make Decisions 


If business is to serve us with maximum efficiency and 


economy, it must be free to deal with the ever-changing prob- 


. lems that arise. And that means it must be free of political 
rules and regulations that hamstring the power to make de- 
cisions—and also undermine initiative. 


The oil industry is a case in point. As everyone knows 


demand has soared to levels that would have seemed impos- 
sible not many years ago. It used to be, as the head of a 
major oil company recently pointed put, that the answer to 
questions of product supply lay in building more refining and 
transportation capacity. That is still the partial answer, and 


- huge sums are being spent for such expansion. However, 
there is much more to the problem than that. Even if all the 
steel needed were available, more and bigger refineries and 
tankers would be used only in the short periods of peak con- 
sumption. During much of the year they would not be 
needed. That would be expensive and uneconomic—to the 
consumer and the industry alike. 


Therefore, the problem of supply is largely being solved 


by keeping the entire system—especially refineries, tankers, 
pipelines and other means of transportation—operating 
evenly around the calendar. To accomplish that, the indus- 
try is substantially increasing its storage capacity through- 
out the country. 


This is but one example of how flexibility to meet chang- 


ing situations is a vital asset in oil and in all other basic en- 
terprise. That kind of flexibility is never possible, in a so- 
called "managed" economy. For the bureaucrats who do the 
managing always play it safe and go by the book no matter 
how obsolete the oook is—and Jethargy, waste and ineffi- 
ciency are the sour fruits. 


Better-But Still Bad 


The new price control law is better than its predecessor 


—for the reason that it modifies and eliminates some of the 
powers of the controllers. But it is still a bad law—for the 
reason that anything which permits political dictation of the 
economy, and political tinkering with the natural law of sup- 
ply and demand, a bad. 


Shortly before the new law was passed, the House did 


the right thing by voting for a measure which would have 
lifted virtually all controls on consumer goods. However, 
strong pressures were brought to bear and the compromise 
bill was accepted. 


It will be a sad day for this country if we ever forget 


that controls deal only with the symptoms of the economic 
disease called inflation, not .with the disease itself. Controls 
are based on the theory that all we have to do is to tell the 
merchant and manufacturer and others concerned that this 
article or that must be sold for such-and-such a price. They 
conveniently overlook the fact that the true causes of infla- 
tion are found in such menaces as unbalanced budgets, an 
ever-growing Federal debt, and wanton waste and fiscal ir- 
responsibility in every branch of government. 


It's one thing to tell merchant and manufacturer what 


can be charged for goods. It's a very different thing to make 
people buy and sell the goods if the politically-established 
price is too low to pay the costs and leave some kind of a 
profit. And that is why, in nation after nation, controls have 
bred scarcity and reduced living standards. 


Congress should have abandoned the controls entirely. 


And everyone who believes in a free, dynamic economy 
should keep on working toward that end.

Bridge League begins its annual 
summer national championships a 
week from today in Cincinnati, B. 
J. Becker will turn up aa usual to 
try for all the trophies. At some 
time or other he has won every 
championship worth having, and 
Jay says that lie's due to repeat on 
a few of them this year. 


This could easily happen, as the 


play of today's

Becker was the only player in a

duplicate

spades. The reason was that he 
Is always careful 
whereas most 


players (even experts) are some- 
times careless. 


East won the first trick with 


the king of diamonds and 
con- 


tinued with the ace of diamonds. 
Everybody else carelessly ruffed 
with the deuce of spades, but Jay 
Becker knew he could afford to 
ruff with the six of spades and 
thought he might have a use for 
the deuce of spades later on. 


After South wins the 
second 


trick with a trump the correct 
play is to lead the king of hearts, 
knocking out West's ace. . West's 
best return is a club, and South 
must win with the ace. 


Now South leads a trump to the 


ten, discards a club on the queen of 
heaits, and ruffs a heart. Dummy 
is re-entered by means of another 
trump to the queen, and 
South 


ruffs a heart again. 


At this point dummy's last heart 


is good for a trick if declarer can 
only pet to it. If he has saved 
the deuce of spades up to this 
moment, he can lead it to dum- 
my's three; and then dummy's last 
heart enables him to score the 
game. 


If he has carelessly 
used

deuce of spades, he will be unable 
to get to dummy—and the game 
will be lost.

prisoners led by two life-term kill- 
ers surrendered early today after a 
15-hour rebellion at Massachusetts 
State Prison in Charleatown. 
' They released two prison em- 
ployes, held as hostages, unharm- 
ed. 


Correction Commissioner Max- 


well B. Grossman said no prom- 
ises were given the prisoners. 


"They'll get the maximum penal- 


ty," he said. 


Several minor fires were touched

The hostages, Cornelius Horgan, 


41, and John Kerivan, said they 
were not mistreated. 


During the rebellion, the pris- 


oners submitted demands for bet- 
ter food and other improved con- 
ditions. 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The CIO 


today asked President Truman to 
reject a recommendation of the 
Federal 
Tariff 
Commission 
to 


boost tariffs on imported Swiss 
watch movements under the escape 
clause of the reciprocal 'trade 
agreement with Switzerland. 


"We have examined this situa- 


tion and feel that it would do con- 
siderable harm to the position of 
the United States in world trade 
if such action were to be taken," 
said Jacob S. Potofsky, president 
of the CIO's Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers. 


Potofsky, who is also chairman 


of the CIO International Commit- 
tee, said: 
"While it is true that the im- 
portation of Swiss watch move- 
ments has created active competi- 
tion- with domestic watch move- 
ments, this competition has, how- 
ever, resulted in many American 
workers being 
employed in the 


production of .the cases which are 
used . to encase the Swiss watch 
movements." 


For that reason, Potofsky wrote, 


the CIO urges the president to 
reject the tariff commission re- 
commendation and also to put out 
"a strong, ringing statement of the 
need for promotion of International 
trade and the effect of such trade

Will Cut Terms 


Th'e Federal Reserve Board and 


the -Housing and Home Finance 
Agency said if the 
number of 


houses started under construction 
in June, July and August holds 
below the rate of 1,200,000 a year, 
the required down payment will 
be cut to 5 per cent "not later 
than Oct. 1" under terms of an 
act of Congress. 


But officials told a reporter later 


that the agencies, acting on their 
own, 
probably will drop the con- 


trols in September—and possibly 
late August—if they see the dras- 
tic easing is inevitable anyway. 


In either event, the benefits will 


go chiefly to buyers of houses in 
the upper-cost brackets—particul- 
arly those m the $25,000-up class. 


At present, the controls already 


permit houses costing Under $7,000 
to be bought by veterans for noth- 
ing down and by the general public 
for only a 5 per cent down pay- 
mcnt—if they can swing a deal 
on that little cash.

zied mob of 50,000 screamed anew 
today for the death of former Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam and 
anti- 


American feeling rose in Tehran 
in the wake of Mohammed Mos- 
sadegh's latest triumphs at home 
and abroad. 


Mossadegh, renominated pre- 


mier Tuesday by the lower house 
of Parliament, now appeared un- 
disputed boss of Iran as a result of 
Monday's violent outbreak which 
swept Qavam from his briefly held 
seat, and yesterday's decision of 
the International Court of Justice 
favoring Iran in its oil dispute with 
Bntain. 


The anti-American feeling stem- 


med from growing belief that the 
United States had supported Qa- 
vam, whose announced intention to 
seek a settlement with Bntain had 
touched off the rioting.

fense slump. 


Even a quick truce in Korea-

to reach its peak late this year.

After the strike ends, it will take 


two to four weeks for the steel 
industry to regain its old 
pace. 


Armament and defense - support- 
ing industries will be first call on 
the steel. 


Civilian goods makers will sit 


at the second table. Even—Wash- 
ington insists—if the Reds stop 
stalling in Korea and sign a truce. 


Steel users have had seven weeks 


now in which to use up their in- 
ventories of the metal. Many can 
see the bottom of the barrel. 


And with shoppers showing more

Consider Use of Total Refrigeration' 
On Human Patients as Aid in Surgery 


STOCKHOLM. (AP) — Total re- 


frigerator of the body to slow down 
or stop the heart completely may 
b« tried an human patients to fa- 
cilitate heart surgery. 


A Swedish-French medical 
re- 


search team believes it has man- 
aged in animal experiments to de- 
velop a technique by which such 
operations could be performed on 
humans at very low body temper- 
atures, Dr. Andre Juvenelle, Uni- 
versity of Paris said, in an inter- 
view here. 


"Most probably a 
temperature 


below 20 degrees centigrade (68 
degrees Fahrenheit) would be ne- 
cessary," said the French 
chest 


surgeon, adding that the time had 
"not come as yet when it is pos- 
sible to foresee the actual date of 
the first such operation except in 
an emergency." 


Scientists Explore 


Some 50 scientists in the world 


are exploring the problem of "ar- 
tificial hibernation." What they 
to find Is a method • to reduce 
oxygen requirements of the body 
sufficiently to allow the exclusion 


of various organs, including the 
heart, from the blood circulation. 


Dr. W. G. BIgelow, Toronto uni- 


versity, pointed • put three . 'years 
ago that once a satisfactory meth- 
od is developed, refrigeration of 
patients would permit heart sur- 
gery under full vision. 


Dr. Juvenelle said that the tech- 


nique devised by himself and his 
Swedish co-workers, Dr. John Lind, 
cardiologist, and Dr. Carl 
We-e 


lius, X-ray expert, involved the 
use of cold in combination with ar- 
tificial heart-lung system. 


Using this method, the team has 


been able for the first time to stop 
the hearts of dogs for three hours 
by freezing their bodies to a tem- 
perature of 12 degrees C. 53.6 de- 
grees F and obtain subsequent sur- 
vival. 


Aid In Surgery 


"One of the objects 
of 
such 


treatment for humans." Dr. Ju- 
venelle said, "would be to facili- 
tate delicate heart surgery in oth- 
erwise hopeless cases." 


He emphasized that the method 


would entail "very 
considerable 


risks at present." 


"The cooling down process," he 


said, "is no problem. Nor Is the 
surgery. -The problem starts with 
re-warming. We know very little 
of what happens then, except the 
stress may be tremendous. 


"This thing is far too big to be 


handled by just a few teams with 
rather limited resources." 


Decade of Research 


Limited research into possible 


medical uses of total refrigeration 
has been conducted for more than 
a decade in several countries. The 
most mysterious contribution in 
this field so far being the experi- 
ments carried out in Germany dur- 
ing the war, using prisoners as 
guinea pigs. 


Cold research was started by Dr. 


Jnvenelle's team last July at the 
Pathological Institute! of the Stock- 
holm Sabbatsberg Hospital. 


"Nothing in the method we de- 


veloped is really a novelty," he 
said, "if-you consider, each item 
separately, but the combination is, 
and so are the results. 


"I think we would apply our 
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technique on humans In an emer- 
gency," he said. 


"After all, we are not collecting 


butterflies." 


At one of the experiments of the 


team at the Pathological 
Insti- 


tute, and because of the time re- 
quired for cooling and 
re-warm- 


ing, they are lengthy affairs of 15 
to 20 hours. The dogs are given 
small doses of hoparin to prevent 
blood clotting and a light 
anes- 


thetic. . 
( 


No Bleeding 


The heart continued to beat until 


17 degrees C. The lowest temper- 
ature at which heart beat has been 
recorded by the team is 11.5 C. 
There was no bleeding at all dur- 
ing the hour it took the surgeon to 
open the chest. 


"Until now we could take 
it 


easy," doctors said when the chest 
was closed again. "From now on 
we will have to fight for his life." 


"It is just like a cold motor in 


the morning," Dr. Juvenelle said. 
"Sometimes it won't work."
